ALLI ED FLEET 


LO N D O N , March 29.— The A frican 
liner Falaba, with a hundred and forty, 
passengers was torpedoed by a G er­ 
man submarine Sunday, the adm iralty 
announces. 
Eight of the passengers 
and crew were drowned. The survivors 
readied C ardiff 
today. The 
vessel, 
the first 
big liner submarined, was 
attacked off M iliorhaven, W ales, a for­ 
tified harbor north of Bristol Channel. 
W hen Captian Toft sighted the pero- 
scope the subm arine signaled to the 
Falaba to lower her boats.
